Arafat in Riyadh 
to report on Iran 

RIYADH. Feb. 28 lR)-Paleslinc 
Liberation Organisation leader 
Yasser Arafat arrived in Riyadh 
today from Kuwait, the Saudi 
Press Agency (SPA) reported. He 
was received by a representative 
of the royal court. 

Informed sources said Mr. 
Arafat would brief Saudi leaders 
on his recent visit to Iran. 

The sources added that the PLO 
chairman would also discuss the 
border fighting between North 
and South Yemen. 

Earlier today, tbc Emir of 
Kuwait Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmed 
Al Sabah conferred with Mr. 
Arafat who arrived there last night 
from Damascus. 

Officials said Mr. Arafat told 
the Emir of the outcome of his 
visit to Iran where he had talks 
with Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini. 

Mr. Arafat was the first foreign 
leader to visit Iran after tbe suc- 
cess of Ayatollah Khomeini's 
movement in toppling the Shah. 

Al Rai Al Aam newspaper 
reported Mr. Arafat as saying that 
tbe Iranian authorities had dis- 
covered documents in (he former 
Israeli mission iD Tehran “’proving 
that the Shah’s regime was spying 
on Gulf states and that the Israelis 
planned to cany out activities in 
the region's countries.” 

Tehran newspapers reported 
yesterday that Mr. Arafrt has 
offered Iran the PLO’s expertise 
to form its new internal security 
service. 

The English-language Tehran 
Journal and the French-language 
Journal de Tehran both ,said Mr. 
Arafat made the proposal during 
his visit to Iran last week. 

Iran’s new revolutionary regime 
has set up “the Guardians of the 
Islamic Revolution" to restore 
and maintain order after the col- 
lapse of the armed forces and the 
police. 

Today's newspaper reports said 
an Iranian who was trained by the 
PLO and who has served with 
Palestinian commandos against 
Israel would probably command 
the guardians. 

They named him as Jalaleddin 
Farsi and described him as com- 
mander of a" PLO battalion.

He called the Middle East peace 
process "one of the most difficult, 
frustrating and discouraging 
experiences 1 have ever had.” 

The president continued: "It is 
just disgusting almost to feel that 
we are that close and cant quite 
get it. .."Both peoples yearn so 
deeply for peace. We have come 
so close to the consummation of a 
peace agreement and we still have 
some absolutely insignificant dif- 
ficulties that are now creating 
apparently insurmountable obsta- 
cles.” he said. 

The President said he was con- 
cerned that if the negotiations 
were delayed "it will become 
increasingly difficult for Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat to stand in 
limbo where he is not pan of the 
cohesive Arab world... 

"He might be inclined to with- 
draw from the negotiations and go 
back and reestablish himself as 
pan of the Arab world in a cohe- 
sive sense of brotherhood.”

Vietnam calls for China’s 
unconditional withdrawal 


BANGKOK. Feb. 28 
(R)— Vietnam today demanded 
the immediate and unconditional 
withdrawal of Chinese troops 
from its territory as fighting 
appeared to be raging in the first 
major battle in the 1 2-day-old 
war. 

The official Radio Hanoi said 
the war had been started unilat- 
erally by the Chinese so "it is they 
who must stop it.” 

"The Peking authorities must 
stop before it is loo late (and) 
withdraw all aggressive troops 
occupying Vietnamese territory 
immediately, totally and uncon- 
ditionally.” it said in an apparent 
reply to China’s call yesterday for 
quick negotiations to end the 
fighting. 

The radio, monitored in 
Bangkok, said Vietnamese forces 
had killed or wounded more than 
1 .600 Chinese yesterday in north- 
eastern Lang Son province where 
a battle around the provincial cap- 
ital is believed to be under way. 

The radio commentary, reject- 
ing statements from Peking that 
the Chinese action was limited in 
time and scope, said the operation 
was intended to occupy and sub- 


jugate Vietnam. It warned that the 
war was "likely to broaden." 

Its warning to "stop before it is 
too IhIc." echoed similar state- 
ments from the Soviet Union, Vie- 
tnam’s ally, which today warned 
for the first time that the fighting 
in Indochina might spread into a 
wider conflict and demanded an 
immediate Chinese withdrawal 
from Vietnam. 

The Communist Party news- 
paper Pravda compared Peking's 
invasion of Vietnam with military 
action taken by Germany. Japan 
and tialv which led up to World 
War II. 

Hanoi Radio remained silent 
over the fighting in Lang Son pro- 
vince. but informed sources in 
Bangkok said thousands of Vie- 
tnamese troops had dug in for the 
defence of Lang Son town. 

The town, which had a popu- 
lation of 46.000 before the Vie- 
tnamese were forced to evacuate it 
after China’s assault, is strateg- 
ically placed at a road and railway- 
junction about 135 kilometres 
north of Hanoi. 

Informed sources in Bangkok 
said today that battle now 
appeared to be joined for the key 



town. 

In Tokyo, the Hanoi cor- 
respondent of Akahata. (he pro- 
Vietnamese Japanese Communist 
Party newspaper, reported that 
the two sides were locked in fierce 
combat on the outskirts of Lang 
Son town. 

The correspondent. Taro Miy- 
amoto. said the fighting followed 
fierce attacks on the town by 
Chinese troops yesterday. 

Vietnamese authorities today 
confirmed fighting was raging, he 
said. 

At the United Nations. China 
and the Soviet L'nion today 
appeared ready to block a prop- 
osed Security Council call for an 
immediate ceasefire in Indochina 
and the withdrawal of all troops 
from "occupied territory.” 

After four days of debate on the 
crisis^ the 15-uation Council faces 
deadlock in its efforts to find a 
resolution acceptable to all par- 
ties. 

A working paper circulated pri- 
vately by Council President 
Abdullah Bishara of Kuwait 
would have the Council recom- 
mend that the parties to the dis- 
pute accept the intervention of 
Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim to try to end the conflicts 
and that he go to the area. 

Two draft resolutions, one from 
the Soviet Union, the other from 
China, have been before the 
Council since the weekend. Mos- 
cow’s text condemns Chinese 
aggression while Peking’s con- 
demns Vietnamese aggression. 
Neither was given any chance of 
adoption.

Bazargan attacks 
Khomeini aides 

TEHRAN, Feb. 28 fR)- Prime 
Minister Mehdi Bazargan tonight

TEHRAN. Feb. 28 (R)— Iran 
today appeared ready to end its 
long arrangement with a con- 
sortium of big western oil 
companies- -and one of its new 

leaders declared that on Monday, 
when it resumes oil exports, it 
would "celebrate tile rcnniional- 
isation of its oil”. 

the country’s religious leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
talked in a statement about the 
"eviction of foreign hands”, and 
the new oil chief. Hassan Nazih. 

accused oil companies 
of - plundering Iran”. 

Mr. Nazih. the recently- 
appointed chairman of the 
National Iranian Oil Company 
(NIOC). announced that in future 
he would deal only w-iih inter- 
national oil companies on an indi- 
vidual basis. 

He said the consortium would 
be "omitted from the oil industry’s 
dictionary”. r 

Mr. Nazih announced yesterday 
that \vben Iranian oil exports 
resume on Monday after a two- 
month freeze. Iran would sell 
directly to the highest bidder. 

In London, the giant British oil 
company. British Petroleum, 
which owns [he biggest— 40 per 
cent -- stake in the consortium, 
withheld immediate comment on 
the latest news from Iran. 
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THE ARAB WORLD is at a juncture where it simply 
cannot afford to countenance the continuation of 'divisive 
inter-country disputes like that which has recently flared 
into open warfare between North and South Tie men. 

These two countries ma\ seem obscure and remote to 
the rest of the world, but the}, should be very much central 
lo the concerns of everyone in this region. Their strategic 
importance stems not merely trom their geographical pos- 
ition: on the underbelly of the world's greatest oil- 
producing peninsula, at the junction of the main oil ship- 
ping lanes, and at the entrance of the Red Sea overlooking 
ihe wnflict-ridden Horn of Africa. The Yemcns are also 
verv much a part of the Arabian nexus which links the oil 
wealth and financial power of Saudi Arabia and the Uult 
states with the manpower and development needs ot Oman 

and the two Yemeni republic*. Tne\ are also two states 
which have chosen different paths to the realisation of their 
national soals-but that fc neither a source nor a con- 
sequence of thesr present conflict. 

For what has upset the ^ emeni equilibrium once again 
is the element which threaten* to destabilise this entire 
reaion unless proper vigilance is maintained— namely 
external intervention. Recent years, particularly since 
Id7o. have seen an easing ot the process by which the 
Ye me ns were buffet ted by forces operating across their 
borders: Saudi Arabia has sought to put it* relations with 
both republics on a more equal footing, while at the same 
time the Dhofari rebellion in Oman has been settled. 

Now. the external influences come from iunher away: 
South Yemen, like its neighbour Ethiopia across the water, 
has allowed itself to come under strong Soviet influence 
and is host to thousands of Cuban personnel. The West sees 
this as a direct challenge to the security of the oil routes, if 
not of the Arabian oil fields themselves, and the US. has 
responded with alacrity, offering a total of S5U0 million in 
military aid to impoverished North \emen. (The fact that 
similar aid was not forthcoming with similar alacrity from 
the US. to Somalia during the war in the Horn of Africa a 
vear and a half ago shows the extent to which Iran has 
coloured the Wesfs view of its strategic interests.) 

There is no guarantee that the Arab League inter- 
vention now being mobilised will succeed in ending this 
inter-Yemeni conflict, as it did in 19~2. but we must give 
this effort our full support. There is no denying that the 
roots of this conflict run deep into Yemeni society and 
history. Bui the single-mindedness with which Arab coun- 
tries. including Saudi Arabia. Iraq. Syria and Jordan, are 
stepping in to resolve this quarrel is a demonstration of 
justifiable Arab concern that these family feuds can no 
longer be permitted to threaten the powerful historic 
impetus of Arab unity. 


Jordanian newspapers Wednesday discuss the Egyptian- 
Israeli-American peace talks which were further complicated by 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begins refusal to go to 
Washington for talks with Egyptian Prime Minister Mustapha 
Khalil without the presence there of President Anwar Sadat. ^ 

AL RAM says that Israel's cabinet has refused Mr. Begins 
participation in the meeiinc called for by President Jimmy Carter 
on the pretext that "the Egyptian prime minister does not rank 
with Mr. Beuin in the scale of administrative and executive impor- 
tance. and therefore the two men should not be placed on equal 

TTie Israeli rejection in itself was a hard blow to the Carter 
Administration. The rejection is not only based on differences of 
opinion over meaningless formalities, but Israel wants at this stage 
to continue negotiation out of fear that if it doesn t it might be 
compelled to make concession which it has never thought of 
making, the newspaper says. 

Al Ra'i says that whatever President Caner's reaction on Mr. 
Begin's stubbornness, the U.S. administration “cannot possibly 
risk its special relationship with Israel if we consider Washington s 
concern about 'protecting' its energy resources in the Arab area 
bv means of Israel's armed force." 

The Arabs have to awaken i«* the hard fact that Israel, which 
dared to disobey President Carter's invitation, would also dare to 
wage war. the newspaper says. 

- AL DUSTOl'R says that Israel's insistence that Begin should 
talk face to face with President Sadat, not with his prime minister, 
places the Egyptian leader before two options: either to "swal- 
low” his self-dignity, comply with Begin's condition and proceed 
to Washington, or to close the door of the bilateral negotiations 
with Israel once and for all. especially as there is no hope of 
changing Israel's position. 

“We have called upon President Sadat more than once to 
face the bitter truth and admit failure of his diplomatic initiative 
which he began by his ominous visit to Jerusalem.” Israel, the 
newspaper continues, has no intention to withdraw from the West 
Bank, the Gaza Strip or the Golan. It is not prepared to give the 
Palestinians the right to self-determination. What Israel wants 
from the unilateral peace treaty is to knock Egypt out of the Arab 
arena and then turn, with fuil military force, to Syria, Jordan. 
Lebanon and the Palestinians.

Pan- Arab ‘dinar’ to be 


created for statistical use

AMMAN. Feb. 2S--A statistics 
sub-committce of the Council of 
Arab Economic Unity (CAEUJ 
concluded its four-day annual 
meeting here today after approv- 
ing the creation of a fictitious 
pan-Arab dinar. 

The new monetary denomi- 
nation will never be minted or 
printed because it will never actu- 
ally exist. The purpose of the dinar 
is to set a standard for statistical 
use when comparing monetary 
value-based data on the Arab 
states. Director General of Jor- 
dan's Statistical Department 1 
Shuja Al Assad told the Jordan 
Times today. 

The old system used the dollar 
as the standard. But this proved to 
be too cumbersome if one country 
wanted to compare its purchases 


of foreign wheat, for example, 
with another Arab country’s pur- 
chases. The new standard, 
although still incorporating the 
dollar in affixing the value of the 
Arab dinar, will allow a more sim- 
plified method of comparing 
statistics when money is involved. 

To help member states of die 
CAEU improve their statistical 
information services, the sub- 
committee approved a technical 
assistance programme. Experts 
will be sent by the council to aid in 
conducting surveys, gathering and 
organising data, and establishing 
statistical training programmes. 

In addition it was decided that 
agricultural studies should be 
increased to provide more essen- 
tial information in preparing 
siadsrics. 

Also approved was a recom- 
mendation that the CAEU give 
scholarships for technical training 
in statistics. 


The committee- approved a 
recommendation that each state 
speed up the issuing of its annual 
statistical bulletin and include all 
pertinent information on subjects 
like population, trade and demog- 
raphy. Apparently some states are 
slow ’to send their bulletins to the . 
council. This, plus incomplete 
information, causes the GAEL 
delays in issuing its many topical 
bulletins compiled from the statis- 
tics provided by the member 
states. 


Taking pan in the meetings 
were delegates from Jordan. Iraq, 
Syria. Sudan. Palestine. Egypt. 
Kuwait, the Yemen Arab 
Republic. Yemen People's 
Democratic Republic, 
Mauritania. Libya, the Arab 
Labour Organisation, the U.N.

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Top UK chamber music

AMMAN— Three artists from one 
of Britain's most prestigious 
chamber music groups-ihe Music 
Group of London-arrived in 
Amman today from Cyprus on a 
busy Middle East tour. 

Eileen Croxford. violoncello; 
David Parkhouse. piano: and 
Keith Puddy. clarinet: all well 
known both in Britain and abroad 
be giving two performances 



here at the British Council on 
March 3rd and oih. 

Following a typically busy 
schedule the trio will be rushing 
, iff 'to Damascus on Thursday to 
give one performance there 
before returning for the Amman 
concerts after which they will 
immediately rush off again to Iraq, 
the Gulf states and Turkey before 
returning home. 

Despite the speed with which 
they seem to move, the Jordan 
Times did manage to talk to the 
group soon after their arrival in 

Amman. - 

Although the Music Group of 
London is in fact composed of ten 
musicians, they never actually all 
play together at one time and 
rarely play in groups of more than 
four.Each of the musicians. David 
Parkhouse, organiser of the group 
said, has his or her own pro- 
fessional life outside the group 
and only plays with the group in 
whatever combination is required 
■ for a certain tour, concert or 
recording dve. 

David Parkhouse and Eileen 
Croxford are in fact husband and 
wife and could be called the core 
of the group since David does all 
the organising and they always 
travel and play together. They 
were with the group from the very 
beginning when it evolved from 
being three separate trios in 1958 
to one cohesive group by 1966 
which has developed a very flex- 
ible system of working together. 
“We fit together very much like a 
jigsaw puzzle.” Ms. Croxford 
remarked. 

Keith Puddy is a relative new- 
comer to the group having been 
with it for only about three years 
now and this is his first visit to 
Jordan, whereas Eileen and David 
were here once before in 1976 as 
part of a quartet. 

Having been what he describes 
as a ‘failure” at early attempts on 
the piano Mr. Puddy turned to the 
clarinet at the age of thirteen and 
began his professional career as 
principle clarinet in the Halle 
Orchestra under the late Sir John 
Barbirolli-

Besides his concerts, recordings 
and private teaching he also has 3 
collection of old clarinets and is an 
avid collector of “anything and 
everything but particularly 
medieval art and furniture. ' 

Eileen Croxford' s family pro- 
vided her introduction into music, 
and the first quar.et she was pan 
of was with her three sisters in 
their home. She met her husband 
at the Royal College ol Music in 
London where they were both 
studving their respective instru- 
ments. 

By winning various scholarships 
Ms. Croxford was able to study tor 
short periods with Pablo Casals in 
the south of France, an experience 
she describes as "a tremendous 
inspiration". She can add to her 
list of awards the covetted 
Queen's Prize when she was cho- 
sen to perform for Queen 
Elizabeth and the Queen Mother. 
When her two children were 
• bom she had to curtail concerts 
but did not altogether neglect her 
cello, taking up being a mum as a 
‘hobby' she adds with a grin. Now. 
as well as a full concert and tour 
diary Ms. Croxford is Professor of 
Cello at the Royal College of 
Music. 

Both Ms. Croxford and Mr. 
Parkhouse have been recipients of 
the Boise Award and the Queen s 
Prize, and Mr. Parkhouse is also a 
professor at the Royal College of 
-Music. 

David began his musical career 
with remarkable motivation. 
While studying and being fully 
involved in life at the boarding 
school he attended till the age of 
14, he would still get up at 4:00 
a.m. every day to practise piano. 
His ambition then was to gain 
entry to the Royal College of 
Music. 

His life of constant practice has 
not ceased. Because a piano can- 
not travel as easily as a cello or 
clarinet every time he does a con- 
cert. he faces the prospect of get- 
ting to know a new instrument: so.

the Arabs was well defined, but we also sensed a strong and genuine 
fraternal sentiment."

Feb. 28 (JN A )— The 
retail prices of petrol, natural gas, 
kerosine, fuel oil and all other pet- 
roleum fuels goes up effective 
March 1 according to a defence 
order issued by Prime Minister 
Mudar Badran late tonight. 


The price of low octane petrol 
will go up from 75 to 95 Fils a litre. 
High octane petrol will henceforth 

be sold at 120 fils instead of 95 fils 
a litre. Twenty litres of high octane 
petrol will thus cost half a dinar 
more, or JT> 2.400 instead of JD 


1 .900. and 20 litres of low octane 
petrol will cost 400 fils more, or 
JD 1 .900 instead of JD 1 .500. 

A standard 12.5 kg. barrel of 
natural gas used for cooking will 
cost JD 1.200 in Amman and the 
Balqa Governorate and JD 1.250 
in the rest of Jordan, but this 
includes Lhe price of delivery and 
installation. 

One litre of kerosine will hence- 
forth be sold at 24 fds and a litre of 
fuel oil'for 19 fils. Kerosine and 
fuel oil delivered to your doorstep 
‘will cost 1 fils extra per litre.

Beginning .il the national level, 
the country was divided into mile 
large regions Number one rep- 
resents the centre; two represents 
the Northern Highlands: three (he 
Panhandle: lour represents the 
eastern area: five the southeastern 
desert: six and seven the southern 
mountainous region: eight the 
southern part of the Jordan Valley 
and nine the northern part. 

Each ol these regions can alsd 
be broken down into nine sub- 
regions. Taking region number 
one for example, il can he divided 
into nine pans with the greater 
Amman area at the centre and 
coded number one. Thi* means 
ill at Amman is in subregion one of 
region one. or II. Subregion 12 
would he rhe area north of 
Amman. JJ M the northeast and 
so forth. 

Going further, each of these 
subregions can be divided into 
nine parts, with number one in the ' 
centre. District one of subregion 
1 1 represents the city or urbanised 
part ol Amman. So Amman has 
the code number I I 1 . Just to the 
north ol Amman is M2 and so 
lorth. Wadi Seer, to the west of 
Amman is 11 S and Sweileh. to the 
northwest, is 119. 

At this point every city or vil- 
lage in the country c.in be iden- 
tified with a rhree digit number, 
which shall be very useful to the 
postal service. 

Zarqa can be represented by 
1 ?1. which means that it is in the 
central region (number one), in 
the northeastern subregion

Indian cult poses new 
threat to air travel

LONDON, Feb. 28 (R)~ Angolan authorities said 
today Rhodesian bombers killed 192 people and 
injured 987, 470 seriously, in a raid on a black 
refugee camp deep inside Angola, the official Angop 
News Agency reported. 


The raid, on Monday, was 
Rhodesia's deepest in black 
Africa and its first on Angola. 
Salisbury said the raid was made 
on the main training camp for the 
Zambian-based Zimbabwe Peo- 
ple's Revolutionary Army of Pat- 
riotic Front alliance joint -leader 
Joshua Nfcomo. The Rhodesian 
Cambcrra bombers flew about 
i .1)00 kilometres from base. 

In a message telexed to Reuters 
from Luanda. Angop said this lat- 
est casualty toll was gi'en to a 
government delegation and repor- 
ters who visited the area at Bom;:. 
30 kilometres from Luena. 
capital of the eastern Angolan 
province of Mnxico. 

Earlier a long communique 
issued bv the political bureau of 
Angola's MPLA. denouncing 
what it called the " coward! v and 
barbarous criminal aggression. * 
had said o'*er 160 people were 
killed and 5 DO were injured in the 
raid. 

The MPLA t Popular Move- 
ment for the Liberation of 
Angola! said U of the dead were 
Angolans, but provincial 


authorities later gave the hgure 
for Angolan dead as five. 

An Angolan armed forces 
statement quoted by Angop said 
the attack was carried out by five 
Mirage fighter bombers from the 
Rhodesian Air Force. 

It said they followed the line of 
the Benguela Railway after vio- 
lating Zambian airspace 2 nd came 

in low over the camp after cutting 
their motors temporarily in an 
attempt to e'-'ade anti-aircraft fire. 

The statement said Angolan 
defence batteries round the camp 
opened fire but did not know if 
any of the raiders was hit. 

Ancop said 60 unexploded 
bombs were still in the camp and 
visiting reporters said a school 
restaurant appeared to have been 
the building most badly hit. 

The seriously wounded were 
airlifted to hospitals in Luanda.

STOCKHOLM. Feb. 28 <R>-Exrrermsts of a 
mystic Indian sect who use fire to attract world 
attention posed a new threat to airtraveHers today 
after the hijacking of a Soviet plane. 

Two women and a man, identified as members 
of the Ananda Marga sect, were charged with 
hijacking late last night after they attempted to set 
the plane on fire halfway between Oslo and Stoc- 
kholm. 

Swedish police said the hijackers— a 42- 
year-old Brazilian woman, a West German 
woman of 22 and a 27-year-old Swedish 
man— were overpowered in a mid-air fight by 
Soviet security guards and passengers. The hijac- 
kers were not named. 

The police said they were at first baffled by the 
apparent absence of a motive for the hijacking, 
but later it was assumed the three were trying to 
draw attention to the cult. 

Members of the .Ananda Marga (path of eternal 
bliss) sect have been involved in a number ot 
incidents around the world in recent years, includ- 
ing suicides by fire. 


Police said the hijackers had attended a sect 
course in Norway and cs the way to Stockholm 
had tried to set* the aircraft ablaze by pouring 
petrol on the floor. The man was said to have 
attempted to throw a petrol bomb into the cockr 

pit, but was overpowered 

The pilot radioed an alert to Stockholm's 
Arlan da Airport and police, fire engines and 
ambulances were standing by when the Ae roflot 
TL 154. carrying 34 passengers and crew, 
touched down. . 

The secL wlwdi says it has five million members, 
was founded bv Prabhat Rainjan Sarkar who was 
released from jail in India last August following 
his acqumal of a murder conspiracy charge. He 
has spent seven years in prison. 

Ananda Marga' s roots are in Hinduism, with 
Mr. Sarkar regarded by followers as the rein- 
carnation of the Hindu deity Krishna. 

The maximum penalty for hijacking in Sweden 
is ten years imprisonment. No date has been set 
for the triaL 


Scotland, Wales to decide on home rule 


Rhodesian military attacks on 
neighbouring countries, including 
ihe latest air incursions into 
Angola, will probably be con- 
sidered bv the Securitv Council 


EDINBURGH, Feb. 28 
(■R)— Scotland and Wales vote 
tomorrow in historic home rule 
rcferendums that could mark the 
most important constitutional 
changes in Britain for centuries. 

The two countries are being 
offered the chance of setting up 
their own assemblies to take over 
the running of most local affairs 
from the British Parliament in 
London. Latest opinion polls 
show that in Scotland, where 
nationalists have campaigned for 
years for total independence, a 
slim majority will vote in favour of 
the limited home rule package. 
But Wales is expected to say " no" 
to the plan. 

Critics claim it would lead to 


federalism in Britain and even- 
tually could provoke the. complete 
break-up of the United Kingdom 
of England, Scotland. Wales and 
Northern Ireland. The results may 
also pose immediate dangers for 
Prime Minister James Callaghan’s 
minority Labour government. 

Opponents of the scheme in the 
British Parliament altered the 
legislation, forcing amendments 
which stipulate that ai least 40 per 
cent of the Scottish electorate — 
1.5 million people — must vote 
■•yes” to have an assembly set up 
in their ancient capital of Edin- 
burgh. 

Many politicians predict that 
although the ’'yes" votes may be 
in the majority, they are unlikely 


to total 1-5 million. Mr. Callaghan 
has indicated he would then con- 
sider asking Parliament to scrap 
the 40 per cent hurdle and give 
Scotland an assembly. 

The dilemma for ihe prime 
minister is that if he does not pur- 


sue his backing for a Scottish 
assembly he may lose the coop- 
eration of the 1 1 Scottish National 
Party (SNP) parliamentarians 

who have helped to keep his 
embattled government in power.

Rhodesia’s parliament 
bows out until results 
of elections in April 


Approval of Turkey’s budget may 
ease way for crucial foreign aid 


SALISBURY. Feb. 28 ( R i - Rhodesia's white-dominated par- 
liament. symbol to so many for so long of minority racial supre- 
macy. officially dies todav. aged 56. The House of Assembly will 
adjourn this afternoon and SO white and 16 black members will 
leave to await the result of one-man, one-v ote elections in April. 

When parliament resumes after the polling, among an estimated 
9G.000 white and three million black voters, the content i>f the 
House will be practically reversed with 72 blacks outnumbering 28 
whites. Only an emergency could bring the old white supremacist 
parliament back to Ufe before the election, such as drastic deterio- 
ration in the war between the bi-racial transitional government 
and the Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance. 

The Senate, comprising 13 whites and 10 blacks, will continue 
for a few days to tidy up outstanding legislation. The leader of the 
House. Jack Mussett, will make a short speech on the history of the 
Rhodesian parliament before the end, officials said. 

Rhodesia, founded in 1890 with the arrival of the first British 
pioneers, formed its first parliament in 1923 when it became a 
self-governing British colony. The first blacks were allowed into 
the House in 1962 with 15 seats to the whites' 50. The 1969 con- 
stitution drawn up by the Rhodesian Front Party of Premier Ian 
Smith increased the black representation to 16 seats. In 1961 black 
nationalist militants started civil rights disturbances aimed at sec- 
uring majority rule for the country's 6.8 million blacks who now 
outnumber whites bv 27-to-one. 


ANKARA. Feb. 28 (R) - The 
Turkish parliament yesterday- 
accepted the government's budget 
bill for the financial year starting 
on March I. a move which could 
ease the way for mammoth foreign 
aid to boost the country’s battered 
economy. 

The budget total is over SI 6 bil- 
lion. compared with the 1978 
budget of about SI 2.4 billion. 

The lower house voted 228 in 
favourand 213 against the budget, 
drawn up by the government of 
Social Democratic Premier Bulent 
Ecevit. The senate accepted it ear- 
lier (his month. 

Banking sources here said par- 
liament's acceptance of the budget 
was crucial to the billions of dol- 
lars of aid Mr. Ecevit hopes to 
obtain from Western industrial 
nations to get the country's 
economy off its knees. 

They said Mr. Ecevit was also 
expected to announce a parcel of 
economic stability measures 
within the next day or rwo, aimed 
at increasing Turkey’s foreign 
exchange revenue. 


The premier, however, issued a 
statement last week saying he had 
no intention of devaluing the 
Turkish lira and would take 
economic decisions ‘'without tak- 
ing into account any foreign influ- 
ence." 

This was apparently a reference 
to conditions laid down by the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) before the fund would 
release further credits to Turkey. 
The conditions are believed to 
include a large devaluation of the 
lira. 


Turkey has a balance of pay- 
ments deficit of over S2 billion, 
external debts of around 512 bil- 
lion. an inflation rate running cur- 
rently around 60 per cent and 
nearly 20 percent unemployment. 
Industrial output is running at half 
capacity. 

It urgently needs cash bul 
Western governments and banks 
have been awaiting the outcome 
of Mr. Ecevit’s dispute with the 
IMF before committing them- 
selves. 


The banking sources here said 
Mr. Ecevir’s planned stability 
measures might include mo'es to 
prevent the massive gold smuggl- 
ing into the country, which drains 
vital foreign exchange, energy 
consumption measures and tax 
rebates for exporters. 

The premier was believed to be 
considering setting up shops to sell 
goods only against foreign 
exchange, similar to those in 
Communist Eastern Europe, and 
giving a preferential exchange rate 
to Turkish workers abroad to 
encourage them to send their sav- 
ings back heme. 


France ready to help set 
up all-parties Chad meet 


PARIS, Feb. 28 (RJ— France says 
it is prepared to help to set up a 
round-table conference of all par- 
ties in the Chad conflict. 

An Elysee Palace communique 
said last night: “France is ready to 
help to swiftly bring about a 


.S D plan for stabilising copper prices draws mixed reactions 


GENEVA. Feb. 28 (R) — The 
United Slates yesterday outlined a 
plan to stabilise copper prices 
based on a buffer stock at least one 
million tonnes of the metal, but 
the idea drew a cool response from 
Australia and Canada, two lead- 
ing producers. 

U.S. delegate Richard Ogden 
presented the proposal to a 40- 
nation meeting attended by lead- 
ing copper mining and consuming 
countries. 

Peru, anoiher leading exporter, 
welcomed the U.S. move as “a 
valuable contribution.” 

But Canada said a stabilisation 
pact based on a buffer stock was 


inappropriate and the scheme 
could be disastrous. Australian 
delegate Michael Montefiore said' 
there were “several areas of 
uncertainty" in the American 
proposal. 

The proposed buffer scheme 
would aim to keep copper prices 
within agreed levels by buying 
metal for the stockpile when 
prices fall and releasing it when 
prices go up. 

The week-long meeting is the 
14th in a series over nearly three 
years aimed at trying to stabilise 
the volatile copper market. It is 
being held under the auspices of' 
the United Nations Conference on 


Trade and Development 
(UNCTAD). 

Consideration of a proposed 
inter-governmental body of pro- 
ducers and consumers to monitor 
the market was shelved last 
October because of divergence 
over how much independence the 
body should have. 

Meanwhile, worldcopper prices 
have soared to above £1,000 a 
tonne from £77 1 at the end of last 
year. 

Introducing the U.S. proposal. 
Mr. Ogden said a buffer of at least 
one million tonnes appeared 
necessary ro ensure a reasonable 
degree of price stability and bal- 
anced protection of agreed floor 
and ceiling prices. 

He gave no indication of what 
these prices should be, but said 



they should be fixed about 20 per 
cent above and below a mid-point 
reference price. 

Mr. Ogden said the U.S. was 
against supplementing the buffer 
stock system with export or pro- 
duction controls on producing 
states, because these brought with 
them a wide range of economic, 
legal, administrative and other 
problems. 

He said the U.S. proposal 
should not be construed as a 
commitment by the U.S. to a 
negotiation on an international 
copper agreement as several 
issues required further exami- 
nation. including the price 
adjustment mechanism, stock size 
and price band width.

Outlook for Venezuela’s new leaderslii

CARACAS— Venezuelan policy 
towards the Western Hemisphere 
is expected to be maintained along 
the present lines when president- 
elect Luis Herrera Campins takes 
over in March. 

Mr. Herrera’s Social-Christian 
Party, has consistently supported 
the ruling Democratic Action 
(AD) Party’s major foreign policy 
initiatives during President Carlos 
Andres Perez’s five-year period of 
office, marked by a dramatic 
increase in Venezuela’s inter- 
national role. 

Although he has vowed to con- 
centrate on the country’s domestic 
problems, the new president, who 
won an upset election victory over 
the AD candidate last December, 
will inherit a broad range of finan- 
cial commitments in Central 
America and the Caribbean 
reflecting the growth of Ven- 


ezuelan influence in the area. 

Relations with the United 
States, Venezuela's main market 
for hs ofl, wfll remain a priority 
with increasing economic inter- 
dependence resulting from the 
country’s growth as a consumer of 
U.S. products and technology. 

The U.S. buys 34 per cent of 
Venezuela’s total oil exports, but 
this is only a minor share erf its 16 
mil] ion -barrel daily consumption, 
only a third of which comes from 
members of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

Tile possibility of alternative 
supply sources for the U.S. in 
Alaska and Mexico led Venezuela 
to hold back on oil price rises. 

An increase in purchasing 
power and government develop- 
ment plans after the three-fold 
increase of world oil prices in 1 974 
turned the country into an attrac- 
tive market for U.S. goods, and 
loans from American private 


banks account for a substantial 
share of the $7 billion external 
debt. 

Although Venezuela did not 
join its OPEC partners in the 1973 
ofl embargo, a U.S. law excluding 
its products from perferential 
tariff treatment remains a major 
source of friction between the two 
governments. 

However, the conflicts is more a 
matter of principle than a real 
economic hurdle for Venezuela, 
as very few local products besides 
oil reach the U.S. markets. 

The president-elect has said he 
will modify contracts in the 
nationalised ofl industry. 

Since the state took over the 
industry in 1976, operating com- 
panies have maintained their links 
with foreign firms providing 
technolog}', and Mr. Herrera has 
vowed to increase the country's 
independence and develop local 
expertise. 

In the last few years. Venzuela 


has urged the U.S. to fulfil its’ 
human rights commitments, pres- 
sing for firm international action 
against the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment of president Anastasia 
Somoza and staunchly supporting 
Panama in the negotiation of a 
new canal treaty. 

Venezuela's policy of active 
cooperation, in the Caribbean has 
put it on an equal standing with 
the most influential countries in 
the area: Mexico and Cuba. 

Despite belt-tightening plans,- 
Mr. Herrera will uphold aid com- 
mitments to the Caribbean and 
Central America. 

President Perez's government 
implemented a policy of close 
relations with the area, increasing 
communications and trade. 

Venzuela will buy Jamaican' 
bauxite for its aluminium industry 
and is already an important source 
of tourism and trade for Trinidad 
and Tobago and the Netherlands 
Antilles.
